In making the above estimate we have made the 
figures for what is “necessary for current expenses’ 
what will be absolutely necessary for the town to raise 
unless we wish to borrow money to meet fixed ex- 
penses of the town. The other items of the estimate are 
simply our judgment as to what will be wise to raise 
under existing conditions. 


We have it from the state engineer that we will re- 
ceive from the State three dollars for every two that is 
appropriated for state road by the town. So that if 
we raise $2400.00 we will have $6000.00 to expend on 
state road which amount if used this year and next will 
probably complete the Whitefield road. If the above 
estimates are not exceeded and the same amounts are 
raised by the school districts as last year our tax rate 
will be considerably lower.
